Better Game if More McOill M«n

Programme Well Balanced^ 
Performers Show Exoellmit 
Talent for Anatenrs. 



The first of tlie ori'hestrol concevts 
given by the McGili Conservât orium 
of Music, was held last night in the 
Assembly Hall of the U. V. The 
audience was the largest which these 
concerts liave attracted for some time, 
every available seat being occupied, 
and great Interest and appreciation 
shown. 

The programme was well balanced, 
and was rendered in almost all cases 
with a finish and understanding of 
the work, most- praiseworthy In an 
amateur performance. 

The concert was opened with Bee- 
thoven's great Symphony in B Flat, 
a work of extraordinary brightness 
and perfected form. At once the 
orchestra showed a marked Improve- 
ment in bowing and rhythm, and 
displayed a good understanding and 
unity of expression. The first move- 
ment, perhaps the most attractive of 
the four, was exceedingly well ren- 
dered and smooth. 

The second numbèr on the pro- 
gramme, a violin solo— Handel's "So- 
nato da Camera," — was rendered by 
.Miss Pena with purity of tone and a 
very good technique. 

Two interesting numbers, with or- 
chestral accompaniment, were given 
by -Mr. Gould, the first an "Aria" by 
Handel, and later Gounod's "Cava- 
tinn" from Faust. 

Two unusual and striking pieces, 
the first, "Rause Orientals," by Lel- 
bomlersky, and the second "A la Bala- 
laika,'" by Kotcketotf, compositions 
by artists of the modern Russian 
school, were then performed by the 
orchestra', . The manner In which 
these were performed ahowed their 
own enjoyment of the compositions, 
and gave great pleasure to the audi- 
ence, 

A pianoforte solo, the "Fantasle In 
F Minor," of Chopin, by Miss John- 
son followed. Miss Johnson . showed 
a masterful Interpretation and a fine 
sense of rhythm. 

Then came two very charming 
songs "Crooning Waters," by Teresa 
del Riego," and "Pipes of Pan." by 
Monckton, rendered by Miss M, Trav- 
ers, in an equally charming manner. 

Miss Marguerite Reddy'e violin 
solos; an "Air" by Mattheson, and 
"Orientale," by Eesar'Cln, were very 
excellently performed, the Interpre- 
tation being unusually good. 

The programme ended with a Mili- 
tary March, "Kn Route," composed 
for the orchestra by Dr. Perrln. In 
writing this March, the composer 
made use of the familiar drum-rhythm 
heard dally In the streets, when drums 
are "on the march," which doubled 
the iutereflt exiilblied for this aetec- 
tlon by the audience. 



For the second time this season. 
McOill played the 244th Battalion 
water polo team last night at the Cen- 
tral Y. M. C. A. T)ie game was 
fairly fast and close, and the excite- 
ment at times was great. Some- 
thing over a hundred men were out 
to witness the ganio. and saw a match 
that well repaid tlifMr coming around. 
There was no' enough of u crowd of 
McGill men there to give the McGill 
yell, and the McGill representatives 
would undoubtedly have put up a 
better buttle against the soldiers had 
they turned out in anything like the 
numbers that rooted for the soldiers. 
The McGill team showed lack of suf- 
ficient practice, and were somewhat 
slower than their opponents on the 
whole. Many of them have had very 
little experience in the game, and 
were not conversant with the finer 
l'Oints, but on the whole their per- 
formance was decidedly creditable, 
and certainly more than could be 
reasonably expected from a team 
with so little orKanizaticm. Tlie 
playing of the soldiers, with the ex- 
ception of Sergt.-MoJ. Hill, was not 
In any way superior to the McGill ag- 
gregation, although they were a trifle 
faster swimmers. 

Hill easily outshone any other man 
In the water, both at the offensive 
and the defensive game. He shot all 
the soldiers' goals, and was respon- 
sible for the breaking up of many of 
McGili's most promising passes. 

For McOill. O'Hricn was the star, 
scoring two of McCill's three points, 
and played a close game, being right 
at the back ot his man in every play. 
Scott made some pretty stops of 
McOiil's accurate shots. 

The final score was 6 to 3 for the 
244th, ^- 

The 244th led all the way, and it 
was not until the last quarter that 
the McQiU team woke up and shot 
two goals in quick time, and brought 
the score to some semblance of close- 
ness. This was the last game in

PROFANITY. 

Just as the doctor judges the physical condition of his patients 
by physical examination, so does the average man jud^e tin- moiitul 
and moral qualities of his fellows by the language they use. While 
it is true that actions speak louder than words, they do not speak so 
often, for we converse with many of our fellow students daily, yet 
we are able to follow the actions of comparatively few of them from 
morning till iiifiht. The result is that we base our opinions of those 
we meet almost entirely on their manner of speech, and their choice 
of words. We try to become intimate and eventually to make our 
friendships with those whose conversation proves most pleasing or 
displays an admirable porsouality. 

Many a fine man is shunned and his good qualities are left un- 
recognized because of the i)roi'anity he uses, which is taken as an 
indication that he is not a desirable associate, and whieli ohseiires 
his true personality. Wo believe that college students of this type 
cultivate the habit through their association in the survey, minhig 
or railway eamp or in connection with the work they take up during 
the holidays, where they come in daily contact with many men, who 
arc good hearted and all that, but who are "rough and ready," and 
who have suffered from the huk of contact with the softeniiifî in- 
fluence of a refined home. Profanity in these cases is not a vicious 
habit, but a careless one, and the expressions used are used merely 
for an empliasis which should be supplied by adjectives of a proper 
type. The better the English of a speaker, the more weight his 
words carry, and no pood conversationalist has, at any time, to re- 
sort to profanity to illustrate his meaning. Those who do not uii 
derstand the psychology of swearing cannot be blamed for looking 
upon it as the outward sign of an inwardly foul mind. 

We do not think that the language used by McGill im ii is any 
worse in this respect than that of any other body of young men, but 
we do feel that many of our number would gain much more than 
they would lose by choosing their words more carefully. After all, 
any college man should have a wider and cleaner vocabulary than 
has the racing tout or the hanger-on in the nearest saloon. 



HOCKEY TALK. 

"It looks as though we were going to have a pretty good hockey 
team this year, doesn't it!" was a remark that was addressed to us 
to-day, and we heartily concurred with the speaker. Thirty-two 
men were out at the practice Wednesday evening, and all were go- 
ing strong. This is a better representation than the first practics has 
seen in years, and if the men themselves are taking such an interest 
in the game, tiien it is certainly the duty of the student body to 
support them to the vei-y limit. It has happened in former years 
that the .stmleiits did not patronize the games nearly as well ns they 
might have. One of the reasons, if it may bo called such, advanced, 
was that McGill had not a winning team. That is not the right idea 
at all. Whether tiie team is winninf^ or losing, it is the duty of the 
imdergradiiates to support it in every practical way. If you ask any 
player, he will tell you that the team plays twice as well when it has 
a bunch of the fellows out cheering, and encouraging the players to 
do all in their power to "bring home the bacon." This is the spirit 
which should be behind every team representing McOill, and we hope 
that the students will bear this in mind when the first game is played 
on the 18th of this month with Laval.

He 
win no longer be proud once he 
knows there are niyriails of iilanets, 
many probably more perfect than hi'i 
own, containing a humanity perhaps 
more wonderful than ours. 

Humanity will be humbled by n 
knowledge of the sciences, and a life 
0Î goodness and justice will arise In 
this world. You say it Is far off. 
True; but do I not belong to this 
great universe? Am I not part of it? 
And being part of it shall I ever die?

"When a set of men find them- 
selves agree In any particular, though 
never so trivial, they establish them- 
selves into a kind of fraternity, and 
meet once or twice a week upon the 
account of such a fantastic resemb- 
lance. . . , When men are thus 
knit together by a love of society, not 
a spirit of faction, and do not meet 
to censure or annoy those that are 
absent, but to enjoy one another; 
when they are thus combined for 
their own improvement, or tor the 
Rood of others, or at lejiBt, to relax 
bemselves from the business of the 
ilay. by an Innocent and cheerful con- 
versation, there may be something 
very useful In these little Institutions 
and eKiablishmentB," wrote Addison 
of clubs. 

It was the London coffeetavorns 
which contributed so largely to In- 
tercommunity and good-fellowship 
iiniongst the literary men of the Eigh- 
teenth t'enturj'. As HokwcII Informs 
us, "there were few societies where 
there Is better conversation" than 
the meetings held at some of these 
.ovems, wbh:b were the successors of 
I coffee-house started by an English 
urkey merchant In St. Michael's 
Alley, rornhlll, in the middle of the 
.'Jeventeenlh Century, and generally 
credlied with being the first tavern 
I of the kind established in England. 
I Talent and even genius were the 
Ustinguishlng features of the for- 
:itherlngB of the literary men of the 
Eighteenth and the two preceding cen- 
.urles. With all tlieir shortcomingB, 
for these gatherings were generally 
as lax In their behavior, according to 
modern views, as they were modest 
in their expenditure, how much moro 
sociable were these assemblies of 
good follows meeting under certain 
conditlonR," as Dr. Johnson defined 
the clubs of his day, than the 
dubs of the present day, 'most of 
which, so far as social Inlercourse is 
concerned, are monuments of dull- 
ness. The story goes that at a cer- 
tain literary club in London of to- 
day, two members who had been 
known to one another by slghl for 30 
years, hut liiid never spoken to one 
another, found themsolvi's face to 
face at the dinner table. To the one 
who commented upon the coinci- 
dence, the other replied that the co- 
incidence did not entitle bis fellow 
member to address him. 

Brilliant as was the flow of wit at 
many of these literary gatherings 
which provided full opportunity for 
the play of social gifts and humorous 
originality, few if any of them at- 
tained to the distinction of the Fri- 
day Street Club, started by Sir Wal- 
ter Kalelgh. What club can boast of 
such a roll as that of the Friday 
.''treet. on which were Inscribed the 
names of some of England's most il- 
lustrious sons; among them Shake- 
speare, Hen .Tonson, Ileaumont, Flet- 
cher. Helden. t'arew and Donne? If 
the modern counterpapts of the liter- 
ary clubs of the earlier centuries can 
claim to rival tbeni in the boisterous- 
ness of their conviviality, they cer- 
tainly cannot approach them in dis- 
tinction. In a few the flow of friend- 
ship may be as full and wsrm-beart- 
nd, and the combats of wit almost as 
lively, but the inusteil rolls of some of 
the clubs which stbod. as Aubrey 
quaintly puts it. for "Hndallty in a 
taverne" stand unrivalled In Interest 
Tlie poets and wits of the Sixteenth 
and Si venteenth centuries do nul up- 
|n iir tri have < onflned ttn'lr coiivivlall- 
Ill s 111 any one spcrlal i lul), for UKiny 
iif I 111- leadlnK riieiiiliers of the l'rlil»y 
Street were also liahitues of anolher 
lili rary rlub which met at the hevil 
T.ivcrn in Fleet Street, where Uen 
.IiJiison, not In mention Beaumont, 
1 Ir trher. IJecker and Marston, re- 
ceived much of bis Inspinstion, and 
where were ins^bed the rules which 



drew \ip under the title of Leges 
Conviviales fur the wits wlio tor- 
gathered within its four walls. (Jf 
the Eighteenth Century cluhs, many 
have now been forKolteii. hut two are 
Indelibly associated with tlto time— 



"Whence deathless Kit-cat took its 
name, 

Few critics can unriddle; 
Some say from pastry-cook It came, 
And some from Cat and Fiddle." 

As a matter of fact, there is fairly 
good reason for supposing that the 
Klt-col Club, which Is now more 
closely identified with its literary 
members, Vanbrugh. Cnngreve, Steele 
and Addison, than with Its patriots 
whom Walpole so highly esteemed, 
derived its name from the owner ol 
tl e house in Shire Lane Temple Bar, 
where its meetings were first held. 
Every club has its bore, and Hawklm. 
seems to have been the bore of the 
Literary Club. He was an indifferent 
listener and made no effort to conceal 
his umbrage at the monopoly of tne 
( iinversation enjoyed hy .lohnson and 
Durke, and he did not adil to his popu- 
larity by objecting to the admission 
of Ctoldsnilth as a member on the 
ground that lie was "a mere ilnidge, 
equal to the tusk of coinpilliix and 
t'linslatluK. hut little capable of oriK 
llial and still less of poetical conipo- 
sltlon." 

Like its preilecessors. the Literary 
Club, which was founded hy Sir 
Joshua Reynolds In the middle of the 
Eighteenth Century, met at a tavern. 
Tl is not improbable that the name 
cf this tavern, which was situated in 
Gerard Street, Soho, was adopte*' 
from that of the coffee-house found- 
ed In ComhIII by the Turkey mer- 
chant who set up as bis sign a pic- 
ture of his own head. Be this as It 
may. the club which met at the Turk's 
Lead in Soho soon allracled to it-^ 
doors, owing to the perullarly Kenial 
nature of its conviviiility, Die iiumt 
famed wits, as well as the most re- 
nowned men of the day. 



If the name of TJr. Johnson I» In- 
tmiately associated with many of the 
literary clubs of his century, that of 
Douglas Jerr(dd Is l<lentifled with 
those of the middle of the Nineteenth 
Century. To a man of his disposi- 
tion, delighting In repartee and Ihu 
flash of wit. club life presented irre- 
sistible attractions and unceasing 
charms. He was tbe mainstay of the 
Mulberries, each member of which 
had to contribute a paper upon Eng- 
land's great dramatist. In his "Cakes 
and Ale" and the "Illuminated Maga- 
zine" he describes, with the happl- 
nesH which distinguishes bis writings, 
the meeting and some of the mem- 
bers of this club. Subsequently, 
when the title of the club was changed 
to "The Shakespeare." It Included 
within its ranks Charles Dickens and 
The artist Macllse. Jerrold's temper- 
ament and quickness of repartee mad.j 
him a persona grata in social and 
literary circles, and of the many 
stories related of blm few are more 
charactertstic than that of big meet- 
luf with a well known bore in tbe 
street, who accosted blm with "Well. 
Jerrold, what's going onr "I am," 
was tbe prompt reply as Jerrold 
strolled «n. Hospitality was not a 
strong point with Cavendish, the phv 
slclst, who was a member of the Roy.il 
Society's Club, wlilch still flourishes, 
ni d who was ono of the iniiRt constant 
iitlendants at its dinners; hut his 
liiispltallty went so far as to invilr 
Ills frends occasonally as guests, 
though he left them in pay the bll. 



THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 
In tho first chapter of n book on 
the Inception and development of the 
EuKlish language, Henry Cecil Wyld 
iiinUea a few remarks whlt h. although 
pur. lv introductory to a great subject, 
may be read here with interest: 

•"I'he earliest documentary know- 
ledge of English which we possess 
consists in a few rather scrappy 
Charters of tlie last years of the 
Sevi iitli Century, and the first few 
years of the Eighth. These Charters 
are in Latin, but contain English 
Place and Personal names. 

"From the end of tho Seventh Cen- 
tury, then, we can trace the develop- 
ment of Englsh, in various forms or 
dialects, by means of documents 
which become Increasingly numer- 
ous as years go on. 

"During the twelve hundred odd 
years over which our knowledge of 
English extends, changes of very con- 
siderahie extent have taken place, 

"To begin with, tho spelling of the 
words is very different In different 
ages, so much so, that at first sight 
It Is hardly possible to recognize N»e 
identity of the present-day forms with 
those of their ancestors In bygone 
ages. We attribute these changes in 
the spelling, on the whole, to an at- 
tempt, more or less successful, to 
adapt this to the changing pronuncia- 
tion of tho different periods. 

"Again, we find that the vocabulary 
changes. While many words remain 
and retain tlu-ir ohi meaning, others 
which in one hkc were in common j 
u.se, disappear altogether, or they al- 1 
ter ihclr meaning; new words come i 
Into USB and take the place of those | 
which have dropped out of use. We 
observe that this process of loss and 
gain and of change o( meaning is for 
ever going on In the English vocabu 

lary. , , 

"Nor do grammatical forms or in- 
flexions enjoy iniinunlty from cliaiige. 
Many sre lost sltogether and thrlr 
places tskeri li.v others which had 
originally a different function ami 
now have extra work thrown upon 
I hem. Other Inflexions are simply 
lost without anything being put in 
their place, and without any loss in 
Intelligibility or detlniteness of ex- 
pression. But the ravages made In 
the inflexional system of English of- 
ten involve a new form of sentence, a 
new construction, a new Syntax. 

"All these changes. In Pronuncia- 
tion, in Vocabulary. In Accidence and 
Syntax would have to be considered 
and described in a complete account. 
The description of these phenomena 
constitutes the History of Bngllsb.

"A complete history of English 
would take into account all the facts 
in the deveU)pment of every form of 
English from the earliest period till 
the present day. . . . 

"Fortunately, at the present time, 
tOie great majority of the English dia- 
lects are of very little Importuce as 
representatives of English speech, and 
for our present purpose we can af- 
ford to let them go, except in so far 
as they throw light upon the growth 
of those forms of our language which 
are the main objects of our solid 
tude, namely, the language of Litera- 
ture and Received Standard Spoken 
English. 

"We shall have a good deal to say 
later concerninK both Literary and j 
Standard Spoken Knglisli. It Is 
enough here to say that they are very 
closely related; that the origin of 
both is the same; that the starting 
point wa- ill the language of London 
as spoken hy the Court and tbe upper 
ranks of Society, and in tbe transac- 
tion of official buainess from tbe Fif- 
teenth Century." 

"To understand the rise of Literary 
and Stuidard Spoken English, there- 
foreAlt ta necessary to know some- 
thing at least of the early dlale( ts 
wboae elements can be traced, at the 
present time, in tbe language of Lit- 
erature and of polite aodety."

McGill Man Describes Life in 
Front Trenches, Und«r Fire. 



A McGiU m^': with- the Princess 
Putricia's writeit'^bs follows: — 

"Prance, Nov. 10. 

"I am kUuI that you have the canoe 
up. at ilic same time 1 cannot but 
wish that I wore thcrtî to do it uiy- 
.■;c'!l", i hfcr up; pcrliaps next fall I 
may he. However, 1 am afraid that 
instead of thi' optimist 1 used to he, 
my views have materially changed 
regarding the war. 1 aiu firmly of 
llie b|lief that another year anyway 
will have to elapse ere we can pos- 
sibly be in a position to talk peace. 
Of course we could have peace to- 
morrow, at least a patcbed-up agree 
inent going under that name, which 
would render all our sacrKlces nil — 
lliat is no good. In the words of Lloyd 
George, we are in this to a 'knock- 
out.' I'ntil we have Fritz where we 
want him no one shoultl talk of the 
cessation of hostilities. 

"We have Just completed a long 
trip in the irenches. fourteen days. 
We came out last night, and expect 
to be out for some time. We had 
'Jake' dugout forty feet deep with 
two entrances. ' In tihis thcire are 
two rooms about 12 x 8. We occu- 
pied one of them, and at the time we 
went in it had very little timbering 
In the room, consequently, on the 
morning after our 'arrival, while at 
breakfast, we were.badly startled and 
shaken up by the'ceiling falling. Hap 
pily, no one was badly hurt. For- 
tunately only about six hundreU- 
weight of earth fell which, consider- 
ing tlie tons above, was very slight. 
However, 1 must say we lost no time 
in getting an engineer and having 
him finish the timbering for us. As 
I said, we were at breakfast at the 
time, and the most ot it was lost. Wc 
finally dug up all our effects, and 
everything was as before. It may be 
ot interest to you were I to tell you 
of our method ot eating, or I should 
say. ratUuiing. In the trenches. Ra- 
turns come up every night, the meat 
cooked, the bacon raw. This we fry 
for breakfast on a coke brazier fire 
We, of course, have bread and but- 
ter, beans. Jam and the 'eternal' 
cheese. We make tea every meal and, 
taking it all into ctmsideratlon, the 
best time out hero Is when you arn 
In the line under favorable cond 
tlons. 

"The last week has been very wet 
8c needless to say the trenches are 
not in the best of shape. The mud 
is also worthy of mention, being of 
about three classes. Did you ever 
classify mud before — the first very 
thick and the kind that sticks to you 
until you wonder if you have legs a'id 
feet or merely two great lumps of 
I-'rance on you; the second. Just or- 
dinary mixture, nice gruel; the third, 
mostly Juice."

Since it has become the fashion 
for everything to bo made public, it

•he Stratlicoiia Hall tea room is run 
!.i fai t, there never lias been a ilesln i 
to shield aiiythinK eonneeteil wltli the j 
tearooin, but it was tliouKht uii i 
necessary to tell the perhaps more j 
unpleasant incidents wliich occur. 

The ^a-rooni is directly controlled 
by a c()nimittee elected by the Un- 
li'irgraduate Society ot Royal Vic- 
toria College. Every student, whe- 
ther undergraduate or partial, is ex 
;jected to give her services in some 
l apacity .when asked to do so. It she 
is unable to do this, it is her duty to 
provide a suhstltute. 

The . authorities of Stratbcona Hall 
have veiy- generously loaned their au- 
ultorium and kitchen for the purpose, 
and have permitted those in charge to 
I'se the china belonging to the Hall. 
They are also giving the necessary 
Ras and electricity. The committee 
is indebted to the University author- 
ties for the use of the examination 
tables. 

The tea-cloths and cakes are pro- 
vided by the students. Kxpenditures 
for all other materials are deducted 
from the tea room fund. 

It is not necessary to enlarge on 
the labour involved in maintaining 
this tea-room, but that the readers 
may not be Inclined to believe the 
remarks made by IlosallDe in her let- 
ter published yesterday. It shall be 
stated briefly. On a Monday or Frl 
day afternoon, about two o'clock, five 
or six girls, sometimes less, are 
pressed Into service to carry, ma- 
terials over to the Hall — these things 
nclude a suck of tea, a sack of sugar, 
butter, loaves of bread, cakes, tea- 
cloths, electrics toasters, and so forth. 

At the Hall the tables and chairs 
must he set up, cloths spread, china 
arried down from upstairs, cream 
Jugs and sugar bowls filled, bread and 
.-akes cut, and other things which all 
lake time, and it is not long before 
(our o'clock strikes. The readers will 
agree that these furniture movers 
have a right to make use ot tho 
broken mirror referred to by our 
literary Freshette to make themselvet> 
presentable as waitresses. 

The first patrons arrive, and th? 
waitresses commence to take orders 
Behind the screens in the comer are 
perhaps six or eight girls preparing 
the cake and toast.

•if II. V. C. are doing their utmost 
to make it a suc('ess, and no one 
who has worked in the tea-room con 
sclentiously considers it a Joke. 

An article appearing iu yesterday's 
Daily, made it dearly manifest that 
.•ne professed R. V. C. student has 
not doi.e her share in connection with 
tho tea-room, and it behooves such 
iiersons to be silent on subjects aboin 
•.vhich they know absolutely nothing 
It is hoped that the remarks wen 
ititended as humour, not wit, but as 
either they made an extremely poor 
showing.

INDIA'S ASPIRATIONS. 

LIVERPOOL, England. — "India 
anil the Empire" was the title of a 
recent lecture delivered at the Uni 
verslty ot Liverpool by Prof. Ramsay 
Mulr, the lecture being one of the 
series dealing with imperial and In- 
ternational questions. It had be 
come Increasingly evident, said Pro 
fetsor Muir, since the war began, that 
the ilritlsh Kniplre was a great part- 
nership or brotherhood of free na 
Hons, extending all round the worM 
and linked together by their common 
devotion to the institutions of liberty 
How was tho vast Empire of India 
tu be accommodated with the other 
members? Was It to become a free 
partner nation alongside ot the rest'.' 
That was the hbpe and expectation 
of many of the Indian patriots, and 
especially of the younger educated 
patriots, and that hope and that ex- 
rectatlon formed port of tho reason 
for the remarkable display of loyalty 
and Bteudfaslness on the part of thf 
multifarious races and creeds of that 
great continent during the presei 
war. The first instinct of an untu 
tored Englishman was to sympathize 
with that demand; but after the war 
they would have to answer the very 
difficult question whether a reallza 
tion ot that hope was in a full sense 
poaaible. 

The first thing to learn about In- 
dia was that It was a big place. It 
was a continent in size, in popula- 
tion, and In the variation of its areas, 
end owing to its history, religions, and 
ctste system, the populations were 
Diore marked from one another than 
those of ICurope, and had been kept 
from blending. For the first time In 
lier history the varied and nultitarl 
ous people, castes, and rellgitms of 
India ^ had found themselves united 
cnder a alnsle system, firmly organ 
ired and administered. Her popula 
tion, equal to a fifth part of the hu 
man race, had enjoyed a reign of 
unbroken peace, for which they would 
find no parallel. In the third place, 
she was given a rule of law, not the 
arbitrary will of shirting despots 
seeking their own advantage, btit tha 
fixed rule of an unvarying law. BO' 
pldes all this, India had la a real, 
though not in a technical sense, be 
rome a self governlng country, niled 
in her own interests and paying no 
tribute, direct or indirect, except in 
the form of the profit derived by 
Great Britain from India trade. The 
English language had provided 
vehicle of communication for the first 
time between the educated tadlaai In 
all parts of the Empire, and tfa^s, he 
ventured to say, had been formed i 
new caste — a caste ot educated In 
dians *hlch cat acroae oU the 4X181- 
, ing castes.

COLUMBIA SCHOOL OF ARCH. 

The School of Architecture of 
Columbia University is a professional 
school for both men and women. A 
committee of visitors, consisting of 
nine practising architects, acts In an 
advisory capacity, visiting the School 
and studying its methods, needs, and 
possibilities of development, and re- 
iwrting to the Administrative Board 
its observations and suggestions. 

The chief aim of the School, more 
than to merely train clever drafts- 
men, is tu provide fundamental iiv 
struction In the history, theory, 
science, and art ot architecture which 
when supplemented by a sufficient 
amount of practice In architects' of- 
fices, will qualify the graduate for 
the Independent practice of his pro- 
fession. In order that the strictly 
professional training of the School 
may rest on a broad foundation of 
general culture, it is desirable that 
at least two years of .collegiate study 
precede the students entrance, and, 
after July 1,. 1917, such previous 
training will be required.

ren and arid form, the result being 
mere formulae Instead of thoughtful 
and deep-seeing knowledge. 

His conclttston was that nationhood 
was only beginning to dawn upon the 
people of India as a consequence of 
he peace, Justice and prosperity 
vhich the British rule had establish- 
?u. It would come, but It was a ten- 
ter plant that must not be forced, 
and to label a people a nation, and to 
act as If It did exist befdre it fully 
realized Itself was to bring evil. 
They all desired that India should 
b'^come a self-governing nation, bi.t 
for the present the best thing that 
(jould happen to her was that the 
aovemment which had made pos- 
sible some growth ot the sentiment 
of nationality and ot the asplratlod 
for self-government should continu >, 
but bow long^ he could not say. At 
the same time India was a great un- 
ty, a great State, and a great or- 
ganlzatlon, "which would play Its part 
In the imperial system, and would be 
i-npubln of taking her place with the 
oilier nations, even though her politi- 
cal system would be quitfu, different 
from that of the rest.
